~ 4. Some take this Feaft to have beena Feaft ap- 
pointed in Commemoration of the Dedication of 
the Newly Erected Temple. And even the firft 
Temple, namely, that of Solomon's, was not built 
till (ome hundreds of Years after the Death of Mo- 
fes. But fince we meet with no Anniverlary So- 
lemnity inftituted ar the torefaid Dedication of ci- 
ther:the Former or the Latter Houfe, others with 
good reafon refer this Annual Feftival to that Dedi- 
cation of the Altar, which was not only Then Ob- 
ferv'd, but wasalfo Appointed ro be Yearly Cele- 
brated for the time to come 5 Appointed by Fudas 


Maccabeus together with his Brethren and the 
whole Congregation of Ifrael 5 as it is Recorded, 


notonly in Fofephus’s Antiquicies, but in t Mac. 
4. 56, 59. And fo they Kept the Dedication oj the 
Altar eight days, and Offerd Burnt-offerings with 
Gladnef:, and Sacrific'd the Sacrifice of Deliverance 
and Praife. Moreover, Fudas and his Brethren and 
the whole Congregation of Ifrael ordain d, that the days 
of the Dedication of the Altar frowd be kept in their 
Seafon from Year to Year, for of days, 
fromthe five and twentieth day of the Month Cafleu, 
with Mirth and Gladne/s. 

And this is confirm’d fromthe time, wherein that 
Dedication. Solemnity, menrion’d by St. Folin, was 


Celebrared. For the Evangeliftrells us, that ze was 


Winter. Nowrhe 25th of the forenenuond Ca/flev 
18 Corre{pondent to a part of December with 
and coniequently falls out in the Winter Seaton, 
Whereas we read in ¢ Kings 8. 2 That the Firit 
TenplewasDedicated inthe Seventh Month, 
And all the Men of Uracl affembled themfelves unto 
King Sslomon at the Poaiinthe Mouth Etoanim, 
which is the Seventh And their or 
Seventh Month, fell curin Autumn. We alto find 
In Era 6. 15,16, thatthe :econd Temple was De- 
dicated in the Month And this beufe was 
niflrd On the third aayof Month A whitch Was 
sn the 6th Year of the Reign oy Darius eve King, And

the Children cf Ifrael, the Prief?s and the Levites, 
and the reft of the Children of the Captivity kept the 


Dedication of the honfe of God with s.y. And this 


ime happend at the Commencement of the Spring. 
Since therefore the ume, wherein the forefaid Al- 
tar was Dedicated, fo exactly aniwers to the time 
mentiond by St. fince the refpe@ive rimes, 
wherein the two Temples were at firft Dedicated, 
do by no means Agree with it ; and fince in the 
one Inftance it is Exprefly written, that an Anni- 
verfary Feftival was Appointed, but in the other 
two Inftances there is no {uch matter upon record, 
we cannot poflibly Demur, to which of the Three 
Inftances that Dedication in St. Fohn may juftly be 
Referd. But tho’ this Dedication was Particulare 
ly call'd the Dedication of the Alcar, in that a New 


Altar of Burnt-offerirgs was Erected by the forefaid 


Fudas Maccabeus, yet it was a kind of New Dedi- 
cation of the Temple, as Cleans'd and Purified after 
i's Defilement by Antiochus, it's Profanation by 
the Heathens. | 

It is hcre obfervable, that, fince our Blefled Lord 


vouchfaf'd to honor this Feaft of the Dedication with — 


his Prefence, notwith{tanding ir was no part of the 
Molaick Inftituuon, ic is Uf{nally and Pertinent!

Appointed by mere Human Authority in Comme- 
moration of Publick, of Imporrant Bleffings.

A, There were two Scipio’s, who were Honor’d 
with the Sir-name of Africanus for their grear Ex. 
P:Olts azainft the Carthagineans in Africa, me one 
baving finithd the fecond Punse War, the 
third and laff, For it with the Romans 
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to reward their famous Generals with Honorary 
Sir-names taken from the Countries, which were 
their Scenes of Action. And therefore the Elder 


Africanus’s Brother was Sir-naind Afiaticus, tor his 


management of the War again{t Antiochus in Afia, at 
what time Africanus condefcended vo ferve under 


him as his Legatus or Lieutenant. The Younger 


Africanus was of another Family, namely, Son to 
A:milius,but Adopred into the Family of the Scipio's 
by the Son to the other Africanus. And therefore 
Africanus Funior was Grandion by Adoption to 4- 
fricanus Senior. Ve was the Funicr, who together 
with Lelius (for Scipio and Lelins were at that 
time the moft Refin'id Genticmen in Rome} were 
the Parrons of the famous Comedian Terence, But 
as the Funtor was the Patron of one Poct, fo was 
the Senior of another ; wrx. of Old Ennius, So 
that they refembled cach other in Peace as well as 
War. And indeed they were to much alike, that 
by a peneral Chara@ter, we can fearce Diftinguifh 
chem, unlels we enter ona Decail of Particulars.
